L will only give this ſhort Anſver, That ſuch a Permiſſion were not only Irrational in it ſelf, but a 
palpable Invaſion of the Freeman's Right, ( and here by the way take notice of that equal Juſtice , 
that hath been everus'd.in the Cities Markets) aſwell as a priviledging of the Forraigner to more 
then the Freeman hath a Right to, of can claim. All the publique Markets of the Cuty are for the 
Forraigners uſe : and no Freeman (as ſuch) ought to Invade the Forraigners Right by ſelling there:

Faftors,' all thoſe many ſecret and nndoing-miſchiefs that hath peel'd the Clothier to nothing, hath

No, no it's the By-Trade, 
the Trade of the Clothier, notfor the Clothier that'hath done the Deed, theſe have been like Moaths 
in his Cloth, that hath eaten him and his Clothes thread-bare : And yet now that the Clothier may be 
ſecured againſt theſe, and the apparent miſchiefs that theſe have brought, is all the hurt the City hath 
done them, by raking this Recognizance of thzic FaQtors, that they ſhall not buy in, or ſell out of the 
Markets, any of the Commodities that they are Factors for ; andin this narrow Compaſle is the 
Quarrell between the Clothier and the City brought, I mean what appeats; The true Quarrel being 
only betwezn the Fa&tor and the City, for the Clothiers good, as well as their own/from the Clo- 
thier, the City hath rather deſerved thei thauks, then theu complaint, and beleive from the moſt 
Ingenious of them would find it. | 

There may be as much reaſon given from the Cities concernments, why the FaRor ſhould be 

reltrained from his By-Trade : (elſe the Markets will be overthrown as to the City, no man can 
buy Goods, but through the Factors Grate, or after he hath made his choiſe and cull'd the Market , 
or at ſecon'i hand; and this being a notable encouragement for a few Factors to joyn together, and to 
ingroſſe the belt of the Manufacture unto themſelves, and thereby ſpoil the Trade of the reſt of the 
Citizens of London : ) But 1 ſuppoſe theſe and many more inconveniencies that will attend the Citi- 
zen in the Market, will be of leſſer regard to the Clothier, then his own Intereſt , therefore ſhall 
forbear toſay more of it, except provoked by a further occafion, And truly all this dilcourſe I have 
managed more as an Exgliſh-man then a Citizen (which I confeſſe I am) regarding more the Clothiers 
Intereſt then the Cities, though cannot eye one without the other they are ſo twiſted and link'd to- 
gether, and well knowing the City hath and ever had a tender regard of the Clothier, and of his con- 
cernments, and have been alwayes, and till are, ready to deny themſelves in ſome of their own pri- 
viledoes for their encouragement and accommodation, and will upon any addrefle made unto them 
(which yet was never done by any one Clothier ( that ever I heard of ) fince the ARt was made) be 
ready to redrefſe any thing that may be fond in that, or in any thing elſe to be unreaſonable or hard 
upon thzm, and therefore (in Relation to this very AR) dare in behalf of the City, promiſe the 
Clothier theſe three things: , EI: 

1.: That notwithſtanding the expreſſion in the Att of their Goods lying in the Markgt 20 dayes, ex- 
cept ſold ; that there's none of their Clothes, that either by wet in coming to Town or by other Caſualtior 
ſhall be unfitted for Sale ; But they ſhall have them out at their pleaſures, to fit and dreſſe up for the 
Market. -. | | - 

_ if any (othier having Goods in the Market, would takg up moneys upon them for the ſupply- 
ing his preſent occaſions, He (hall have liberty to take them forth, to make them ſecarity fo any one 
that he ſhall borrow money on. Provided theſe be not uſed as Artifices to evade the Cuties Franchizes by 
private ſelling thems out of the Market to Forraigners and Strangers. And further , 

3- If the Clothier deſires it, they ſhall have liberty granted them upon any one of the three dajes,that 
are not by the Ait appointed Market dajes tn every Week, for the ſpace of a whole Forenoon freely to 

come 
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come into any of the ſaid Market places, to See, Connt , or lay np their Clother unſold , the better to 
make up, and even their Accompts with their Keſpeitive Fattors ; or any thing elſe, that may be for 
the diſpatch, or Accomodation of their Affairs, 

And now ivhether it be the Hoſpitall-pence, or the FaQtors pounds, got by his By-Trade, that 
wrings , and is a reall Grievance to the Clothier, 1] leave it to Impartiall men to judge ; with this 
one conlideration (for a Concluſion) to Þe duely weighed by every ingenious Clothier, which may 
ſerve as a demonltration to the verity of what hath been1aid ; The valt and great eſtates that are got by 
a ſort of men crept in between them and the Buyers of their Commodities , which is all dreyned out 
of the Trade by the By, and which mult be felt by ſome body ; and were there but the bare conſide- 
ration of theic great numbers of late years Multiplyed, and continually encreafing by the Apprentices 
they take, though they were all of plain and honelt dealivg, yet the very maintainance of them and 
their ſeveral Families (for they are not kept with a ſmall matter) muſt needs beget a charge upon the 
Manufacture, that if it do not inhaunce the price to the Buyers, yet muſt certainly go out of the Clo- 


thiers pcofit ; and ſo doth necefſarily call for the leſſening of their Numbers, if not Quallifying of 
their perſons.
